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T'OURIEG  THE  LIBRARY  OF  COEGRESS 


Last  evening  we  visited  the  Congressional  Library.  The  grounds  adjoin 
those  of  the  Capitol,  and  the  Capitol  Dome  with  large  lights  locused  on  i b 
was  an  inspiring  sight  to  the  patriotic  4-H  folks. 

The  cost  of  the  library  was  $6, 032, 124,  and  it  took  eight  years  to 
construct  it.  There  are  2,000  windows,  which  make  it  the  test-lighted  build- 
ing in  the  world.  The  architecture  is  Italian  Renaissance,  and  New  Hampshire 
white  granite  and  Italian  marble  were  used  in  the  construction.  Beautiful 
mosaic  paintings  form  ceilings  and  borders.  They  were  all  done  by  American 
citizens.  Gold  leaf  that  is  24  karat  was  used  in  these  paintings. 

The  floor  of  the  rotunda  is  of  special  significance.  In  the  center 
is  a large  compass  of  brass  composition.  Around  the  border  are  the  signs 
of  the  zodiac  made  of  the  same  material.  It  Is  102  feet  from  floor  to  dome. 
Inscriptions  on  walls  and  dome  make  it  one  of  the  most  interesting  buildings 
in  the  United  States.  Some  of  the  quotations  on  the  walls  are  as  follows; 

"The  history  of  the  world  is  the  biography  of  great  men.”— Carlyle 

”Eature  is  the  art  of  God.”— Browne 

"Tongues  In  trees,  books  in  the  running  brooks,  sermons  in  stones,  and 
good  in  everything.” 


Daily  newspapers  from  every  State  are  In  the  library.  There  Is  a 
reading  room  for  the  blind.  In  fact,  from  every  corridor  can  be  seen  shelves 
of  books. 

I think  the  most  significant  things  in  the  library  are  the  original 
manuscripts  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence  and  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  of  America.  The  portraits  of  the  men  who  signed  these  important 
papers  are  near  the  glass-inclosed  documents.
